Luckily Rushville Party, Bound 


For Chicago, Waited For

The Chicago Flyer which 
passes 
through this city at 1:41 a. rn., was 
wrecked at Cambria, near Frankfort 
this morning. 
Nearly every passen­ 
ger on board received injuries, bat 
luckily none from this 
city 
were 
aboard the train. 
Several left here 
yesterday afternoon for Chicago to at­ 
tend the Stock Show and seven passen- 
gres from here took the traiL that 
follows the flyer at 5: 25 o’clock this 
morning. 
The mail train due here at 8 :58 a. rn. 
was delayed almost two hours this 
morning on account of the wreck, the 
train having to go around by the La­ 
fayette route. 
The wreck was caused by a broken 
rail and it is believed the rail had been 
tampered 
with 
by train-wreckers, 
there having been a number of alleged 
attempts to wreck the Monon train 
within the oast two weeks. 
The engine^and baggage car passed 
over the rail in safety, the smoker 
being the first car to leave the track. 
It carried a day ooach and chair car 
with it. 
All were piled np in the 
ditch. 
The excitement and confusion 
when the cars left the track was in­ 
tense. 
Men struggled to get out of 
the oars and women screamed. 
Ail the injured were enroute 
to 
Chicago to attend the fat stock show. 
Bat for the cool heads of some of tile 
men. who got out ot the cars uninjur­ 
ed, a terrible disaster might have re­ 
sulted, as one of the cars caught fire, 
but the blaze was extinguished be­ 
fore it gained headway. 
The train was in the chargejjof con­ 
ductor Mort Mason, of Indianapolis, 
who at the time of tho wreck was 
passing 
collecting 
faros. 
He 
was 
thrown violently against the side of 
the car and was severely bruised. 
Believing that many passengers had 
been injured and some perhaps killed, 
Mason 
telephoned 
for 
physicians 
from Frankfort and the surrounding 
towns, many of whom responded to 
the call. 
As the heavy engine struck the rail 
the engineer felt something jar be­ 
neath the train and ho applied the 
airbrakes at once, thus averting a more 
serious wreck.

All the women 
folks w ill go to work and make two 
night caps, and these two must be 
alike. 
Of course, each woman makes 
her ca{» of different material. 
Then 
on the day of the social they select 
any roan they want. 
Don’ matter if 
tafc is married or single, or whether 
they are single or tied up, they just 
make a selection. 
You see, it is un­ 
derstood that everybody is to be single 
on that night—an 
absolute divorce 
is granted to all. 
But only tempor­ 
arily. 
The man that th*y pick must 
come to their home and carry them 
down to the hall. 
During the day 
milady has prepared a great basket of , 
flue things to eat, and the more de - 
1 
lie ions and tempting they are. the 
better chance they have to get a man 
who w ill turn loose with his change. 
Fpr when they com© to the hall, the 
man who accompanies them must pay 
for the victuals. 
This is where th© 
fund comes in—the fan comes in later. 
Then they have a big coffee bag and 
each lady puts one of her caps in the 
bag 
They are shaken and mixed up, 
nod the men folks come along and 
each man reaches in the bag, sight un­ 
seen and picks out a cap. 
The women 
folks in the meantime have put on the 
other cap, and theu it is up to the men 


M. E. New house, who resigned as 
superintendent 
of the county poor 
farm December 1st. goes out with a 
good record, and proof conclusive that 
it is not a “ poor” farm, but a “ good” 
farm as is evidenced in the profits 
made from farming it. 
After an inventory the place was 
urned over to his successor, Sidney 
Hunt, and [the following articles are 
to be found in the 
invoice; 2600 
bushels Jf com, 15 tons of hay, 300 
bushels of oats. 150 bushels of wheat, 
30 fat head of hogs, 60 shoats, IO 
brood sows, 25 head of cattle and 
3 horses. 
He took charge of the infirmary in 
March, 1901. and during the five years 
of his stewardship, he has turned into 
the county treasury, $8,<*>56 49 from 
the sale of grains, provisions, hogs, 
cattle, etc. 
During the past. year he 
turned over $1884.7S. 
There are twenty-seven inmates, all 
who 
require 
clothing, 
food, fuel, 
medicines, and medical attention, and 
Mr. Newhouse has succeeded during 
the time he had charge of the farm, to 
pay more than half the cost of* main­ 
taining it, and this is no small matter 
when oue considers that the superin­ 
tendent [draws a salary of $600 annual­ 
ly ; and over #400 is paid for cooks 
and hired help, the fuel costs about 
$350. ami the physician receives $210; 
then there is clothing, shoes, groceries, 
tobacco and many other thing* to Im* 
bought for over thirty people. 
The inmates arc only able to assist 
in a feeble way, doing chores and er­ 
rand*, and a majority of them are 
helpless ard require a great deal of at­ 
tention. Mr. Newhouse has set a good 
pace at this institution and has made 
a record which few county superin­ 
tendent in the State have made, and 
one of which he can well be proud.

T here prob ab ly will b e 
lot of ob jection to it oq the grou nd 
that it will provide for additional ex 
pease to the taxpayers, b u t adm itting 
that, som e of its friends say that the

ditors wou ld go over the b ooks of the 
treasu rer» the sam e as the b ank ex 
am lners work on the b ooks of the 
financial institu tions. It Is u nderstood 
that It is the plan of the au thor of th© 
b ill to attach the t.-aveling au ditors 
to the office of the au ditor of state 
who also directs the sta te b ank ex 
am iners. 
A u ditor of S tate Billheim er 
said today that he heard a ru m or that 
the b ill was to b e introdu ced, b u t that 
he did not know enou gh ab ou t it to 
discu ss it.

Gillette sat motion leas aa one after 
another of the twelve jurors arose to 
their feet last night and declared that 
they were united in their decision that 
he was guilty of the murder of his 
sweetheart, Grace Brown, last July. 
When the twelfth man had responded 
the stolid indifference or studied com­ 
posure of the boy was exhibited as 
never before. leaning over a near-by 
table, he drew toward him a bit of 
white paper and, taking a pencil from 
his pocket, wrote deliberately this 
message: 
“Father: I am convicted.—Chester.” 
This was one of the earliest dis­ 
patches carrying the news of Gillette's 
doom beyond the walls of the court­ 
house. 
It went to his father in Den­ 
ver. 
. 
The jury’s verdict was one^of mur­ 
der in the first degree. Sentence will 
be pronounced on Thursday morning, 
to which time court adjourned after 
the jury had reported. 
Former Sen­ 
ator Mills, Gillette’s counsel, before 
adjournment, announced that when 
court reconvened at IO o’clock Thurs­ 
day morning, that he would move to 
have the verdict set aside. 
The jury, which had deliberated for 
five hours, sent word at ll o’clock 
last night that a verdict had been 
reached 
A moment later they filed 
into the courtroom, and at 
11:15 
o’clock an officer who had been sent 
for Gillette returned with the pris­ 
oner. 
Pale and a trifle nervous ap­ 
parently, Gillette faced the jury, and 
when Marshall Hatch, the foreman, de­ 
clared that a verdict of guilty in the 
first degree had been found, the pris­ 
oner gave no sign of emotion. A few 
moments later when his counsel had 
announced his purpose of making a 
formal motion that the verdict be set 
aside, and the judge was dismissing 
the jurors. Gillette bent over a near­ 
by table and, picking up a pencil, 
wrote the message above given. 
Im­ 
mediately afterward 
he was taken 
from the courtroom back to his cell 
in the jail. 
It w as learned that the jury had 
som e difficulty in reaching an agree­ 
ment, and six ballots were taken be­ 
fore the twelve men agreed.

for conviction and one for acquittal.
